OUR WASHINGTON LETTER. 
WASHINGTON, October 31, 1864. 

It is pretty safe now to assume that, unless 
the rebels bring it on, there will be no impor- 
tant movement befsre Richmond till after the 
, Presidential election. The delay does not occur, 
however,—primarily, at least,—because of the 
election, but because of the scarcity of men. 

It is but putting an open secret into words to 
say, now, that Early’s late attack on Sheridan 
‘at Cedar Creek has deranged (and thereby de- 

layed) the plans before Richmond. Whether, 
, as the gossips will have it, Sheridan was him- 
| self to join Grant, relieving him of the worse 
than Old Man of the Sea that Gettysburg fas- 
tened on the Army of the Potomac, or not, it is 
at least certain that a very considerable portion 
of Sheridan’s army was to have found a field 
more favorable for direct cooperation with 
Grant than the Shenandoah Valley. Early’s 
attack delayed them there ; and just now they 
are not likely to be removed. Until they are, 
or reénforcements reach Grant from some other 
quarter, I do not think we are likely to attempt 
much more than holding our lines above and 
, below the James. 

The army of the Potomac has never lost, in 
the popular conception, the imposing propor- 
tions into which it swelled ‘as it lay before the 
wooden guns of Manassas. It was a hundred

several States, carefully reported to the Natie~ 
al Committee, warrant the declaration that we 
are sure of carrying all the States but three ;

I send you some Western notes to-day. If 
they pass, I will send some more; and so, per- 
haps, keep on sending, until I am tired of forg- | 
ing, or found out.

cat.” When the full horror of his situation | 
burst upon him, he seized the old historical 
white hat and made a bee-line for the nearest | 
broker, (supposed to be from the root, “broken,” 
smashed,) where arriving, he pushed the stuff 
over the counter, saying, “Please give me some 
Eastern money for this Western; good Eastern | 
money if you have got any, or, any how, a good 
imitation; for I prefer a good imitation on any 
Eastern bank to the best bill in that roll, sir!”

There are epochs, too, which 
amid seeming discords evolve the elements 
of real peace. This is always the case when 
a great wrong is assailed. The philosophic his- 
torian may, before this generation has passed, 
confirm the insight of the truest patriots of to- 
day—that America has not for’ thirty years 
had so much of substantial peace as at pres- 
ent, nor England so many elements of strife, 
as they respectively have to~lay.

EDUCATION AMONG THE COLORED SOLDIERS. 


Chaplain Turner writes from Harrison’s 
Landing to the Christian Recorder gloving ac- 
' counts of the progress of religion and education 
among the colured regiments. We hope the 
attention of the reo will be directed to 
the intellectual wants of “Uncle Sam’s sable 
sons” on the north side of James River. The 
| writer says :— 

“Probably there never was such an anxiety 
to learn to read and write as there is now in 
the colored regiments. Iam called upon so 
much for spelling-books, and have to refuse be- 

cause unable to comply, that it mortifies me ex- 
'_ceedingly, especially when I know many second- 
‘hand spelling-books are lying about through 
the country, for which there is no use. I occa- 
sionally run off a few days, and ransack all the 
benevolent institutions that can spare a book 
or primer, besides the thousands of papers, 
| tracts, and periodicals which I weekly procure 
for those who can read, and the weekly pack- 
lages of Recorders and Anglo-Africans. As 
soon as my return is known, my quarters are 
‘invaded by hundreds of soldiers, shouting over 
‘each other’s heads, ‘Chaplain, for pity’s sake, 
‘if you have a spelling-book, let me have one.’ 
‘No,’ says another, i) am ahead of you.” And 
thus rages the spelling-book clamor, uftil one 
|or two hundred are eagerly grabbed and car- 
‘ried off. Then comes the cry from one or two 
|hundred more, ‘When are you going to get 
'more? When you do, save me one.’ ‘Yes, 
save me one, too.” Anda hundred or more 
,cried out the same thing. Then follows the 
|rush of those who can read—‘A hymn-book, a 
| Testament, a Bible, if you please.’ Christian 
Advocate, New York Independent, Boston Com- 
'monwealth, Anti-Slavery Standard, etc., come in 
|a general cry from every direction, until sev- 
‘eral hundred are gone. But what we mostly 
‘need are spelling- books; as for reading-matter, 
i we can get the best the country affords very 
| easily, and in great abundance.” 


GALLANT BRAVERY OF COLORED TROOPS. 


On last Monday a lieutenant of the U. S. C. 
T., stationed at Pine Bluff, on Tennessee Riv- 
‘er, fourteen miles from Fort Donaldson, started 
|for the latter place with eighty-three colored 
|troops. On the march they were surrounded 
‘by two hundred and fifty of Forrest’s picked 
cavalry. The negroes retreated to some houses 
on the road, where they fought bravely for sev- 
eral hours, and finally utterly routed the rebels. 
The rebels fled leaving twenty-five killed on 
the field, and many badly wounded. 

Among the rebel killed were Capt. Soerry 
and Capt. Lewis Garth, a large slaveholder of 
Tood County, Ky., and a notorious rufflan and 
scoundrel. The negroes lost four killed and 
nine wounded. A thousand cheers for the 
brave colored soldiers. Nobly have they vin- 
‘dicated themselves from the aspersions and 
| sneers of the rebels and the McClellan party. 
| They are worthy of the high tribute paid them 
'as heroes by Gen. Andrew Jackson.— Nash- 
ville Times, Oct. 15.

HeEAp-QUARTERS Dist. oF VICKSBURG, 
Vicksburg, Miss., Sept. 12, 1864. 
The following extract from the report of Col. 
L. H. Kerr, 11th Illinois Cavalry, Field Officer 
of the day, under date of September 10th, is 
published for the information of this command :- 
“I find that the health of the colored troops 
is much better than that of the white, but am 
unable to assign any reason therefor. 
| “I also feel it my duty to report that in re- 
| spect shown and attention to saluting officers, 
|and in the details of camp life, the colored 
troops of this command exceed the white.” 
The probable reason of difference in health 
mentioned in Colonel Kerr’s report is on ac- 
count of greater attention being paid to duty 
by officers of colored regiments than by officers 
of white regiments.

HOW A BLACK REPUBLIC I8 GOVERNED. 


President Geffrard,of Hayti, has issued a proc- 
lamation to his peop!e, in which he tells them 
that though three insurrections had broken out 
within the past six months, they are now all 
quelled, and order is completely restored. The 
President has, at the solicitation of Gen. Phil- 
ipeaux, consented to commute the death sen- 
tence passed on those convicted of treason in 
the Cape Haytien rebellion of July last. Gen. 
Philipeaux was one of their marked victims, and 
his magnanimity istherefore the more noticeable. 
President Geffrard’s proclamation is a well-writ- 
ten, dignified document, and concludes with an 
expression of his faith in the permanency of 
the Haytien Republic. The city of Port au 
Prince intends building an hospital for the poor. 
The condition of the Republic, both politically 
and materially, is favorable. 


THRIFT AMONG THE FREEDMEN. 


The colored Methodists of Hilton Head, 
under the pastoral charge of Rev. James Lynch, 
have just completed a church capable of seating 
nearly four hundred persons. It is a decent 
building, with quite an air of comfort and taste. 
On the Sabbath, 25th Sept., they raised a 

flag over it and solemnly consecrated it to the 
use of Divine worship. Several ministers from 
the North assisted Mr. Lynch in the consecra- 
tion. One hundred and fifty dollars was the 
amount of a collection raised on the occasion. 
When it is remembered that, with the excep- 
tion of seventy-five dollars, the freedmen them- 
selves, without aid from Government or any 
other quarter, built this church, it speaks very 
creditably for them. 








THE DESIRE FOR FREEDOM

men—for the men were all gone—were inform- 
ed (ofienest in the presence of their master and 
his jamily) that they were all free now; and 
that they could leave and go along with us or 
stay and work fur wages as they saw fit. If we

Slavery was a huge, insatiable land- 
eater. Slavery abolished, the at landed es- 
tates, based upon and suppo by slave-labor, 
will go to pieces, and the pieces will fall into 
the hands of the poor laboring man. Instead 
of the grand palatial mansion surrounded with 
miserable negro cabins, and instead of the 
wretched hovel inhabited by the poor white, 
we shall soon see the neat white cottage in the 
midst of small but flourishing fields, and the in- 
terior of that cottage will be adorned not with 
the bowie knife and pistol, but with the book- 
case and every evidence of progressive civiliza- 
tion. 
Southern people will not be left to work out 
that development alone. Thousands and thou- 
sands of Northern men, who but recently had 


been roaming over that country with sword and | 


bayonet, and on that occasion had made the 
discovery of the truth, will invade it again with 


spade, and plough, and machinery, and capital, | 


and knowledge, and a spirit of progressive im- 
provement. These invaders will be the peace- 
able neighbors of the invaded, and each one 
will work for the other in working for himself ; 
and all will be one people. Thus Southern 
people will be reorganized, regenerated by the 
emancipation of the large majority also from 
the rule of a powerful few. Then the acrimo- 
mony of the rebellion will be blotted out even 
to the remembrance ; the people will no longer 


have time to think of the difference of an un- | 


fortunate past, for they will have to think of the 
problems of a busy present and a hopeful fu- 
ture. 

But what of the late slave lord? Will he 
forget his rancor, also ? 
His class was always weak in numbers, aid the 
system which made it powerful in society is 
gone. Some of the once mighty cavaliers will 
sullenly sink in the flood, and their fossil re- 
mains, flattened and petrified, will be found, 
like those of the antediluvian mastodon, be- 
tween the strata of the new social organization. 
Curious geologists will dig them out, and the 
children of the South will wonder how such 
monstrous animals could ever have existed. But 
others will save themselves in the ark of the 
free-labor system. They will in time see the 
wisdom of accommodating themselves to the 
new order of things, and find out at last that 
it is better to be an equal among freemen than 
to be the master and at the same time the slave 
of slaves. And presently the South will bloom 
like the bursting bud of a flower. The im- 


mense resources of the soil will, as if by en- | 
chantment, spring to light under the magic 


touch of free labor, and her riches will be en- 
joyed by a free, happy, and—who doubts it ?— 
loyal people. And then will come the great day 
when the people of the regenerated South will 
stretch their hands across the Ohio and the 
Potomac, and say, “Blessed be you, brethren of 
the North! We were sick and wretched and 
you have made us well! Not only our slaves, 


but we were also in bondage, and you have 


broken our fetters! 
This will be peace and reconciliation indeed ; 


a reconciliation in obedience to the great nroral | 


laws of the universe, and to the progressive 
spirit of our age ; a peace founded upon harmo- 
nious cooperation, mutual benefit, and good 
will to all men. Such must be, and such only 
can be, the internal peace of the Union.—Gen, 
Carl Schurz.

THE WAE A REBELLION OF CAPITAL AGAINST 
. LABOR. 


This war is the laboring man’s war; a con- 
flict between free labor and slave labor. Shall 
the North be subjugated to slave labor, or the 
South to free labor? The slaveoc: and 
their apologists in the North and in Euro 
claim that the South represents capital, and the 
North Jabor; that the South is the capitalist, 
and the North the laborer. By slavery, the 
South means labor; by slaveholder, it means 
capitalist ; and by slave, it means laborer. That 
labor and slavery, and laborer and slave, are 
one and the same thing, is the pervading sen- 
timent of the South. Thus, the report of the 
Vicksburg Commercial Convention, in 1859, 
says :— 

“Slavery is nothing more than labor obeying 
unchecked, unregulated, irresponsible capital.” 

The following law governs labor in every 
slave State :— : 

A slave (laborer) is one who is in the “tied 
of the master (capitalist) to whom he belongs; 
he can do nothing, earn nothing, and possess 
nothing, but that rigger to his owner, (the 
capitalist,) and he is a chattel personal in the 
hands of his master, to all intents, construc- 
tions, and pu es whatsoever.” 

This is the idea of rebeldom in regard to 
labor and the laborer. This war is an effort of 
slave-driving capitalists to enslave the laborers 
of the entire nation and continent. For forty 
years they have labored to bring the nation to 
regard labor as slavery, and laborers as slaves. 
Now they are fighting to reduce the laborers 
| of the nation, white as well as black, to slavery. 
Laborers of the North! here is the proof :— 

“Slave labor, black or white, is right. Nature 
has made the weak in mind and body for 
slaves.” —Geo. Fitzhugh, of Virginia. 

“The theory of free labor is a delusion. Sla- 
very is the natural and normal condition of 
the laboring man, white or black.”—De Bow’s 
Southern Review. 

“The enslavement of the laborer is right in 
itself, and does not depend on difference af com- 
plexion. Experience shows the universal suc- 
| cess of slave labor, and the universal failure 
| of free labor.”— Richmond Enquirer. 

“Two hundred years of liberty have made 
white laborers a pauper banditti. Make the 
laboring man a slave, and he would be far 
better off.” —Geo. Fitzhugh. 

“The enslavement of the laborer alone can 
save society against the dangerous vice of legis- 
lative intermeddling between the laborer and the 
capitalist.” —George Mc Duffie. 

“There are slave races born to labor, and 
master races born to govern, and control the 
fruits of labor."— Richmond Examiner.

THE OLD PROVINCE HOUSE. 

We are again called to deplore the loss of 
one of the old landmarks of the town, the his- 
tory of which extends back not only through 
the revolutionary period of our history, but 
even through the provincial days of Massachu- 
setts into good old colony times. The Old 
Province House was destroyed by fire recently, 
the walls, and a comparatively valueless portion 
of the floors of the building being alone left. 

This old building, one o Lp magnificence 
in its early days, was erected in 1679, by Peter 
Sargeant, Esq., one of the most opulent men of 
his day in New England. He had, on the 21st 
of October, 1676, purchased the land, for the 
paltry sum of £350, of Samuel Shrimpton, one 
of the largest landholders in the town. In the 
Book of Possessions, it stands in the name of 
Thomas Mellowes, and subsequently in that of 
Thomas Millard; from whom it passed into the 
possession of Col. Shrimpton. 

The princely abode of Mr. og. 08 stood 
upon a large lot, and had the most pleasant and 
agreeable surroundings of any mansion house 
in the town. It was approached over a high 
flight of massive stone steps, and through a 
magnificent doorway that might have rivalled 
those of the palaces of Europe. From Mr. 
Sargeant the oe passed into the possession 
of the Province, and was used, during the time 
of the Provincial Government, by the Gov- 
ernors. After the expulsion of Gen. Gage, in 
1776, it was used by our own officers for the 
transaction of public business. 

In 1816 the estate was granted to the Massa- 
chusetts General Hospital, and the Trustees, 
the next year, leased it to David S. Greenough, 
Esq., for the term of ninety-nine years. Sub- 
sequent to this date this aristocratic mansion 
has been put to various purposes, having been 
almost hid from sight by the rows of brick 
houses and stores erected by Mr. Greenough 
soon after the commencement of his lease, in 
1817. 

In 1851 the whole building was changed in 
appearance, the interior having been remo- 
delled for the purpose of accommodating a com- 

any of Eolian Vocalists.

An earthern or stone crock with a lid stews 
fruit nicely. Delicate preparations that would 
be easily burned, should be put in a china or 
tin kettle, and placed in a pot of boiling water. 
Such preparations, however, usually belong to 
what is erroneously termed Jessert—that word 
meaning, according to English precedent, fruit, 
nuts, ete. 

Vegetables should be picked and washed 
clean, and laid in cold water until just ready 
for cooking. Potatoes, parsnips and roots gen- 
erafly, should be thrown into cold water as 
soon as pared, or they turn black. A little salt 
should be thrown into water, and green veg- 
etables should be put in boiling water at the 
start. Only use as much water as will cover 
them properly ; they are washy if cooked in 
too much. There are some exceptions to this 
rule. When turnip-greens grow old, to change 
the water when cooking renders them milder. 
Also dry beans and peas should have the water 
changed after parboiling them. 

Drain perfectly. Vegetables to be dressed | 
with drawn butter, should be saturated simply 
with it as you would meat with gravy.
